The applieants concerned 
were informed by this office that permits would not 
be issued in respect of persons .resident in Australia. 
This was done in accordance with instructions issued 
by the D.C. (Crime & Special Branches). . : 
. The regulations applicable to the 
immigration into Shanghai of Central Eurdpean refugees 
pecifically mentions refugees from Central European 
areas. It is doubtful whether inmates of internment 
camps located in Australia can be included in this | 
categorye . 

As far as this office is concerned 
persons residing in Australia can enter Shanghai 
without permits but whether the Australian 
authorities will release these individuals from 
the internment camps dn which they are now confined 


is a different matter with which we are not concerned.
